GRAFTON COUNTY DELEGATION 
February 28, 1966 


The County Delegation meeting to act upon the 
budget was held at the County Home in Haverhill on 
Monday, February 28, 1966. Prior to the meeting 
many of the delegates enjoyed a wonderful dinner. 
An inspection tour of the County Buildings was con- 
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ducted by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Little for those inter- 
ested. 


The delegation meeting was called to order at 1:30 
p. m. by Chairman Edwin P. Chamberlin who an- 
nounced the purpose of the meeting was to adopt 
the budget for the County. Before taking up the bud- 
get the Chairman introduced Edward L. Schuette, 
Tri County Administrator of Community Action in 
Coos, Carroll and Grafton Counties, Incorporated, 
who gave a short talk on OPERATION MEDICARE 
ALERT now going on in the three counties, explain- 
ing the purpose of Medicare. Mrs. Francis Dowst of 
Warren, Director of the project for the three counties, 
was introduced and passed out pamphlets. Also intro- 
duced was Paul LaCasse, newly elected assistant ad- 
ministrator for Coos County. All three retired at the 
close of the question and answer period. 


Frank Little, Superintendent of County Home, 
spoke on need for remodelling jail. County Commis- 
sioner spoke on needs of House of Correction and re- 
quested Gordon Ingram, architect, to present plans 
for remodelling. Plans as presented were for $60,000 
(plus $3,600 architect’s fee) ; $128,000 (plus $7,680 
for architect’s fee) and $99,000 (plus $5,940 for ar- 
chitect’s fee). 


Larty of Haverhill moved that Delegation approve 
Plan #3 ($99,000 plus $5,940 for architect’s fee) and 
use amount of $25,000 of the cash on hand at end of 
1965 for first payment, including architect’s fee, bor- 
rowing $79,940 on serial notes, amortizing over a 
period of ten (10) years with payments of $7,994.00 
each year, plus interest, payment to start in 1967. 
This was seconded by Demers of Lebanon. Motion car- 
ried in the affirmative. Morse of Enfield asked Sheriff 
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Ash to speak on condition at jail, also Mr. Little who 
stated that admissions had almost doubled since 1960. 


Whipple of Lebanon spoke of need for hiring more 
turnkeys to take care of prisoners while House of 
Correction is being remodelled. Mr. Little spoke on 
changing prisoners to jail and hiring of turnkeys at 
$1.60 per hour, total cost $15,000. Commissioner 
Clement did not think it necessary to hire more 
guards. Commissioners Clement, Shores and Bell, also 
Supt. Little spoke on turnkeys and coverage of jail 
and House of Correction. Mr. Little said that at the 
present time they are on duty 24 hours on, 24 hours 
off; they are apparently contented with this arrange- 
ment. Manchester of Hanover favored three 8 hour 
shifts. Mr. Little stated that the superintendent was 
responsible for the jail and House of Correction and 
that he did not want it with inadequate help. Ellms 
of Canaan, Whipple of Lebanon, Smith of Plymouth 
and Gardner of Littleton spoke on this subject. 


Motion by Willey of Campton, Seconded by Gard- 
ner of Littleton that decision on turnkeys be left to 
County Commissioners. Vote in affirmative. 


Motion by Gardner of Littleton, seconded by Willey 
of Campton, that budget be passed with revisions. 
$458,373.09 to be raised by taxes. Vote in affirmative. 


Chairman Chamberlin introduced newly elected re- 
presentative Edna McGee of Lincoln, who replaced 
her husband George McGee, who had accepted a posi- 
tion as Chairman of Water Resources Board. On mo- 
tion by Demers of Lebanon, seconded by Bell of Ply- 
mouth, it was voted unanimously that Mrs. McGee 
serve in her husband’s place as a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 
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Motion by Larty of Haverhill, seconded by several, 
that between meetings of the delegation, the execu- 
tive committee be and hereby is authorized to fill va- 
cancies on the executive committee. Motion carried. 


Meeting adjourned at 3:15 p. m.

Meeting of the Grafton County Executive Commit- 
tee was held in the office of the County Commission- 
ers, Court House, Woodsville, New Hampshire, April 
27, 1966.

project, including the fee, not to exceed $99,000.00. 
Vote in affirmative. 


Frank Little, Superintendent of County Home, 
spoke to group about losing employees and difficulty 
of hiring under present wage scale. 


After some discussion, meeting recessed for lunch 
at County Home. 


Meeting was resumed at 1:30 p. m. by Chairman 
Edwin Chamberlin at County Home. Discussion con- 
tinued regarding workers, turnkeys, hours of work, 
wages paid for County employees at County Home. 
In course of discussion Mr. and Mrs. Little expressed 
a desire for an increase in their salaries as well as 
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higher pay scale for some of the employees at the 
County Home and Jail, particularly the turnkeys, also 
increase in guards for protection at Jail and House 
of Correction. It was pointed out that the budget for 
1966 had already been adopted by the County Con- 
vention. 


Low of Hanover moved to adjourn, seconded by 
several. Meeting adjourned at 2:25 p. m.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
GRAFTON COUNTY CONVENTION 
November 28, 1966 


The Executive Committee of the Grafton County 
Convention met in the office of the County Commis- 
sioners at the Court House in Woodsville, Monday, 
November 28, 1966. Meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Edwin Chamberlin at 11:00 a. m. 


Present were the Chairman, Chamberlin of Bath, 
Vice Chairman Whipple of Lebanon, Larty of Haver- 
hill, Berringer of No. Woodstock, McGee of Lincoln. 
Mrs. Demers of Lebanon was present; though having 
previously resigned as clerk due to other duties, she 
was asked to record the minutes of the meeting as 
Clerk, Pro Tem. 
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Present also were the three County Commissioners, 
Bell of Plymouth, Clement of Landaff and Shores of 
Lebanon. 


Commissioner Bell distributed copies of budget 
from January 1, 1966 to November 1, 1966. These 
were commented on. No action necessary at this time. 


Chairman Chamberlin stated that inasmuch as this 
would no doubt be the last meeting of the present ex- 
ecutive committee, he would like to say that he felt 
that the business of the County should be taken care 
of by the County Commissioners, that the executive 
committee should only be concerned with the finances 
of the County. He recommended that the problems of 
individuals be taken up with the County Commission- 
ers who in turn would discuss these with the execu- 
tive committee. Commissioner commented that the 
executive committee had to set the salary of the Regis- 
ter of Deeds. 


Attorney Robert A. Jones of Lebanon, representing 
the National Bank of Lebanon, was called in to the 
meeting and spoke to the executive committee regard- 
ing the motion of February 28, 1966; he recom- 
mended the rescinding of this motion and the adop- 
tion of a new resolution, which he had drawn up, to 
meet the requirements of the National Bank of Leba- 
non for the borrowing of the money for the improve- 
ments to the House of Correction at Haverhill. 


Commissioner Bell commented that it was worth 
the calling of a special meeting of the convention in- 
asmuch as the County would need approximately 
$10,000.00 less than was originally estimated for the 
improvements. Attorney Jones pointed out that ac- 
cording to the wording of the original motion of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1966, the full amount of $79,940.00 would 
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have to be borrowed whether or not it was needed. 


By a show of hands, the executive committee unan- 
imously approved the recommendations of Attorney 
Jones. These would be brought up and voted upon at 
the Convention meeting called for 2:00 p. m., Novem- 
ber 28, 1966.

GRAFTON COUNTY CONVENTION 
November 28, 1966 


A special meeting of the Grafton County Conven- 
tion was called by Edwin P. Chamberlin, Chairman 
of the Convention, upon the written request of the 
Grafton County Commissioners, at the County Home 
in Woodsville, New Hampshire, on November 28, 
1966. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Chamber- 
lin at 2:00 p. m. Present were the following: Cham- 
berlin of Bath, Morse of Enfield, Gage of Grafton, 
Scott-Craig of Hanover, Larty of Haverhill, McMeek- 
in of Haverhill, Karsten of Holderness, Putnam of 
Lebanon, Whipple of Lebanon, McGee of Lincoln, 
Gardner of Littleton, Rich of Littleton, Tilton of Lit- 
tleton, Park of Lyme, Johnson of Monroe, Bell of Ply- 
mouth, Smith of Plymouth, Berringer of Woodstock, 
Sargent of Alexandria, Bowles of Easton, Nettleton 
of Groton, Adams of Hebron, Birch of Lyman, Aldrich 
of Sugar Hill, Bradley of Thornton, Breck of Went- 
worth. 


Chairman Chamberlin declared a quorum present. 
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Mrs. Demers of Lebanon, though having previously 
resigned as clerk due to other duties, was present at 
the meeting and because of her previous experience 
as clerk was asked to record the minutes of the meet- 
ing of the Convention as Clerk, Pro Tem. 


Chairman Chamberlin called upon Kenneth Bell, 
Chairman of the Grafton County Commissioners, who 
explained that the purpose of this meeting was to re- 
scind the vote of the meeting of February 28, 1966 
relative to the borrowing of money for improvements 
to the House of Correction, and then to put through 
a motion satisfactory to the bank. Chairman Cham- 
berlin called upon Attorney Robert A. Jones of Leba- 
non (attorney for the National Bank of Lebanon) to 
further explain the requirements of the bank for the 
borrowing of money. Attorney Jones explained that 
there were a few technicalities in the wording of the 
motion of the meeting of February 28, 1966, plus the 
fact that the County need not borrow $79,940.00 as 
stated in the motion, as the full amount was _ not 
needed for the improvements already undertaken. 
According to the motion of February 28, 1966, the 
full amount would have to be borrowed. 


On motion of Larty of Haverhill, seconded by Gard- 
ner of Littleton, it was unanimously voted in the affir- 
mative that the Convention rescind the motion of the 
meeting of February 28, 1966, that the County bor- 
row $79,940.00 on serial notes. 


On motion by Bradley of Thornton, seconded by 
Gardner of Littleton, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Convention 


(a) Authorize repairs and improvements to the 
House of Correction in Haverhill; 
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(b) appropriate the sum of ninety-five thousand 
dollars ($95,000.00) for the foregoing purposes; 


(c) authorize the County Commissioners to use 
the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) 
from the 1965 surplus towards the cost of said re- 
pairs and improvements; 


(d) borrow in the name of Grafton County by the 
issue of serial notes in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act and amendments there- 
to and any other statute thereto enabling, a sum of 
money not to exceed seventy thousand dollars ($70,- 
000.00) for the purpose of defraying the cost of the 
foregoing, and authorize the County Commissioners 
to determine amounts, maturities, rate of interest, 
place of payments and other particulars of said notes 
and to do whatever may be necessary to the issuance 
and sale thereof; 


(e) authorize the County Commissioners to do all 
things necessary or convenient to carry the foregoing 
into effect, including, but not limited to the employ- 
ment of architects and the execution in the name of 
the County a contract or contracts for said repairs 
and improvements; and (f) ratify and confirm all 
prior action taken by the Commissioners in connec- 
tion with repairs and improvements to the House of 
Correction in 1966. 


Present also at the meeting were the three County 
Commissioners, Bell of Plymouth (as already noted), 
Clement of Landaff and Shores of Lebanon.

As required by Statute, the Commissioners of Graf- 
ton County submit herewith the report of the various 
County Officials for the year ending December 31, 
1966. 


Grafton County ended the year 1966 with a cash 
balance of $72,509.69 which was due to an increase 
in revenue and money unexpended from the appro- 
priations. 


There was an overdraft on Boarded Children due 
to the rise in cost of living. This will necessitate an 
increase in the budget for the coming year. 


A new roof was put on the judge’s chamber at the 
Plymouth Court House and general painting was done 
inside. Necessary renovations and repairs were made 
at the Woodsville Court House and ten more combi- 
nation windows purchased this year. 


Improvements were made to the House of Correc- 
tion, making it a far more secure building and as 
nearly 100% fire proof as possible. We feel we now 
have one of the best in the State. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff 
of employees, the County Delegation, the various town 
Officials and State Welfare Department for their con- 
tinued cooperation.

Again this year our 
shelves and freezers were filled with garden products. 


Cattle sales were excellent this year. Grafco Char- 
ioteer Betty sold for the record high in the state of 
Vermont for $3,100.00. Charles Page, Darrell Wood- 
ard and Douglas Bigelow are to be commended for 
their interest and work in making it possible that 
we are able to get some of the top prices at these sales. 
The advice and help given by the Extension Service 
through Richard Rutherford and Kevin Kennedy is 
greatly appreciated.

Processed through this office were forty-six (46) 
appeal cases, forty-five (45) felonies, sixteen (16) 
petitions under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support Act, together with a number of miscellane- 
ous matters, making a total of approximately one 
hundred twenty (120) cases. In addition to the fore- 
going, there was considerable advisory work with the 
welfare department, on both the state and county 
level. 


I should like to bring to your attention that the

(1) hit and run with death resulting.

To the Commissioners of Grafton County Home: 


Coming to the community in mid June of 1966, one 
found that among the privileges was that of being the 
Protestant Chaplain to the Grafton County Home 
and Hospital. It has indeed been a rich experience of 
having the opportunity of being minister and friend. 


On the first and third Sundays of each month, in- 
formal worship services are held in the Chapel. These 
are characterized by something almost approaching 
a hymn sing, with the popular Gospel hymns of an 
earlier day predominating in the numbers chosen. 
Occasional brief periods of questions and answers 
from the floor, and a meditation are among the parts 
of the worship, dominated by a spirit of Christian 
fellowship that makes it a helpful experience. 


The UPPER ROOM, a daily devotional Guide pub- 
lished every other month, is given to those who at- 
tend the worship, through the Ladies’ Aid of the Com- 
munity Methodist Church of North Haverhill. It con- 
tains a Scripture reading, meditation, a prayer, and 
a thought for the day. 


Mrs. Lois Darby of Woodsville usually plays the 
piano, and this generous service is much appreciated. 
The Junior Choir of the North Haverhill Church vis- 
ited one Sunday, and under the leadership of Dr. 
Katherine Blaisdell, rendered an interpretation of an 
anthem that was much appreciated. We hope to have 
them again, and also the Woodsville Junior Choir. 


The Chaplain has an objective, not always fully 
realized, of spending at least one afternoon a month, 
in a visitation in both the hospital and the home, 
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in a friendly visit to all the members of the home 
family. 


Being a guest at the Christmas party was an ex- 
perience to be long cherished. Superintendent and 
Mrs. Frank Little, as well as many members of the 
staff, have been most friendly and co-operative in 
every way. 


Certainly it has been in 1966, a very interesting 
and pleasing opportunity of unitedly attempting to 
have a part in the most valuable and worthwhile pro- 
gram of the Grafton County Home.

Dear Sirs: 


I am happy to submit to you my annual report as 
Catholic chaplain to the Grafton County Home. This 
has been my complete year of work as the Catholic 
chaplain and I feel I have drawn much closer to many 
of the residents of the Grafton County Home. 


I have continued the traditional policy of adminis- 
tering the Sacrament of the Eucharist and on occa- 
sion, the Sacrament of Penance on each first Friday 
of the month during 1966. I have administered the 
Sacrament of the anointing of the sick on ten occa- 
sions during the past year. Once again on the eve of 
Christmas of 1966, many of the residents, about ten, 
and myself celebrated the Sacrifice of the Mass (that 
is, the Liturgy of the Eucharist, as it is ordinarily 
performed in Catholic Churches), in the chapel of 
the Grafton County Home. 
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The weekly visitation of the Grafton County Home 
is the basic groundwork of the chaplaincy. People in 
such homes are invariably lonely, reading and watch- 
ing television may, to a certain extent, make time go 
by, but they truly are no substitute for communica- 
tion between friends. Believers in the way of life re- 
presented by Jesus Christ are believers in love of 
their fellow man. Time has been consecrated by the 
coming of our Lord, therefore, in the Grafton County 
Home, as elsewhere, it is no longer a question of mak- 
ing time pass, but rather of using time with an eye 
to its preciousness, to learn to know each other. Those 
who live under one roof should recognize this fact as 
an invitation from the Lord, to get to know each 
other better. I have tried to impress this on the peo- 
ple I visit each week. 


I have been called on several occasions during the 
past year to talk to men and women consigned to the 
House of Correction. I found in many of them an 
astounding sense of values rediscovered. I can only 
hope that the reflection of mind brought about by the 
enforced detachment of a jail sentence stays with 
them all of their lives, so that never again they take 
for granted the good things as well as the adverse 
things the Lord sends our way. 


Lastly, I want to thank the Superintendent, Frank 
Little, the Matron, Rita Little, Dr. Eastman, the 
nurses and orderlies for their friendly smiles and en- 
couragement and the entire staff of this Institution, 
as well as the turnkeys from the House of Correction, 
for their cooperation in notifying us whenever a 
priest was needed.

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 
I hereby submit my report of 1966: 


We again had a busy and productive year in our 33 
bed maximum care facility. Daily census in 1965 was 
31.3. This year 28.9. This is down a little probably 
because of the Medicare impact. Soon after Medicare 
began July 1, 1966, our census dropped down into the 
24-27 range and stayed there until about the first of 
December when it climbed to our present census of 
31 and we again have a few patients on our waiting 
list. 


Our Convalescent Unit functioned very well and we 
were able to discharge some of our patients out of 
the hospital into this unit which has 24 hour cover- 
age, but not by trained nurses. 

During this past year we purchased an “intermit- 
tent positive pressure machine” which is a machine 
to help improve breathing for many lung and chest 
conditions including emphysema. We also purchased 
“K pads” which are electric pads used over a wet 
dressing in infection. We also purchased a new wheel- 
ed stretcher. 


We had a preliminary survey by Medicare to see if 
we could qualify as a Medicare ‘Extended Care Fa- 
cility.”” We could not qualify for many reasons under 
their standards. The building itself does not conform 
to their standards and it would not be feasible to 
change it as rooms are too small, each room does not 
have a toilet, corridors are too narrow, etc. 


We still send obstetrical and major surgical cases 
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to general hospitals under a policy laid down by the 
State Board of Health.
